HE Duke of Buckingham having ſettled his Eſtate on Thomas re, 

now Lord Biſhop of Rocheſter, Sir Robert Clayton, and John Wildman Eſquire. 

In Truſt for payment of 5000 l. per Anmm to the Duke himſelf, and for pay- 

ment of his Debts in a Schedule to the Deeds of truſt annexed, and ſuch other 

Debts as the Duke ſhould appoint ; And the ſurplus for the ſaid Duke. And the faid Duke 
being minded to build a Houſe at C/ifder, and that the Workmen ſhould be paid out of 
his faid Truſted Eſtate, by a Deed poll, dated the 247 of Auguſt 1676. declared and ap- 
pointed, That the Truſtees out of Money to be raiſed out of the faid Truſted Eſtate, by 
Sale or otherwiſe, ſhould be faved harmleſs, and reimburſe themſelves ſuch Moneys as 
they ſhould pay or be engaged to pay for the ſaid Duke, though the fame ſhould croſs 
the former Truſts, or upon what Account ſoever it ſhould be. the ſaid Duke by the 
faid John Mild man, his Truſtee and Agent, propoſed to the faid Workmen, That if they 
would do the Plaiſterers, Joyners and Carvers Works in the faid Building, they ſhould 
be paid out of the faid Truſted Eſtate. And accordingly the 17th-of March 1676. the 
ſaid Duke in the faid Work- mens wrote and a Paper Writing, directed 
to the ſaid John N ildmas one of his Truſtees, whereby he appointed him to pay the 
faid Workmen, which was done to the intent that the faid Jobs Nilaman ſhould be au- 
thorized to pay the faid Workmen out of the faid Truſted Eſtate. And the faid Duke 
declared, That his whole Truſted Eſtate ſhould be lyable to make Satisfaction for what 


the ſaid Mr. Wildman ſhould pay, or be engaged in pay to the ſaid Workmen. Without 
t 


which the ſaid Workmen would not have ö Works. And the ſaid Duke ap- 
pointed Surveyors to ſurvey and value the faid Works, and appointed the faid John 
Wildman to pay ſuch Bills as ſhould be Signed by his ſald Surveyors. And the ſaid 
John Mildman in Purſuance of the ſaid Duke s ſaid Declaration and Appointment, imploy- 
ed the faid Workmen to do the faid Works, and promiſed to pay them for the ſame. 
And the al Works n Workmen, were viewed, ſurveyed and approv- 
ed, and the Prizes thereof ined by the faid. Duke's Surveyors, who ſigned the 
ſaid Workmens Bills, and the fame were from time to time entered in a Book, kept by 
the ſaid Fohn Wildman, by the faid Duke's direction for that purpoſe, and the Boole 
ſigned by the faid Duke's Surveyors, to the intent, That the ſaid Jahn Wildman might 
with more ſaſety and certainty pay the ſaid Monies. And the faid Duke's Agents, in pur- 
ſuance of the faid Duke's ſaid Declaration and Order, met the faid Workmen at the ſaid 
John Wildman's Houſe in his preſence, and propoſed and promiſed to the faid Workmen 
ſeveral Mannors and Lands to be fold for payment of the Monies due to the faid Work- 
men, or to be conveyed to them for their ſatisſaction. And the faid Workmen' not be- 
ing able to obtain their Monies, and r ps ſtraightned for want thereof, exhibit- 
ed their Bill in Charcery againſt the ſaid and his Truſtees, to recover their Monies 
out of the ſaid Truſted And, at the hearing of the Cauſe in Chancery, the ſeveral 
Matters aforeſaid ring to the Court by the Proofs in the Cauſe, the Court of Char- 
cery was fully That by the Matters aforeſaid, the aid Truſted Eſtate was lyable 
in Equity to the payment of the Monies due to the faid Workmen, and Decreed, That 
the ſaid Truſtees out of the faid Truſted Eftate, ſhould pay the fame, and the Intereſt 
thereof, from the time of the filing the Hill in Chancery, and ſhould fell part of the faid 
Truſted Eſtate for that purpc * There being due to as Coombes 969/—165.—8d.
